" The Presidential Election, 


The United States Presidential election 
maintained its reputation for uncertainty 
up to the very end. Never in American 
history has there been such a close con- 
test. Yesterday morning, cn both sides of 
the Atlantic, it was taken for granted, on 
the basis of the first returns, that Mr. 
Hughes, the Republican candidate, had 
been successful, A ‘considerable increase 
in the Democratic poll over that of the 
lest election was necessary to secure Mr. 
Wilson's return for a second term of office. 
Four years 
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These circumstances explain the hasty 
conclusion yesterday morning that Mr. 
Wilson had been decisively defeated. It 
was first announced that Mr. Hughes had 
carried by 4 majority of 150,000 New York 
State, with its block of forty-five votes in 
the Electoral College. Later came the 
news that he had carried all the New Eng- 
land States, and that some of the more 
important Middle West States, where Mr. 
Wilson’s great strength was believed to lie, 
had also “gone Republican.” In this 


| situation a Republican victory seemed to 


bea cértainty. Yesterday morning’s New 
York papers were unánimous in announce 
ing the election of Mr. Hughes. The 
strongest supporters of the Democrats in 
the Press admitted defeat; but this con- 
clusion was at once shaken as the returns 
from the more distant States were made 
public. Mr. Hughes's great majorities in 
‘the East were gradually wined out by the 
accumulating votes of the Middle West 
States and of the Far West States, which had 
gone solidly Democrat. Hastily-published 
extra editions of the morning newspapers 
threw doubts on the election of Mr. 
Hughes, and the afternoon papers enter- 
tained the possibility of Mr. Wilson's 
return. Every new return increased the 
probability of his success.” As we write 
the result is not definitely known on this 
side of the Atlantic, but there are strong 
indications that, by a narrow majority, 
Mr. Wilson has been elected for a second 
term. The character of the voting gener- 
ally accorded with prediction. It revealed 
& great..cleavage between, Eastern and 
Western opinion. Broadly, the further 
away a State. lay from Europe. . 
the war, the more solidly Democra 

was its vote. In the t, which 
is more closely, in touch with the 
war and sentimentally pro-Ally, Mr. 
Wilson's “‘ peace and prosperity’ appeal 
made mo special impact upon public 


|.opinion. The East voted Republican, not 


because it preferred Republican policies— 
for there is no outstanding issue between 
the two parties—but simply because it is 
traditionally and normally Republican. 
The country in general, it must be remem- 
bered, with the exception of the South, 
which is consistently Democratic, was Re- 
publican even in 1914, when the Demo- 
crats gained office through the split Repub- 
lican vote. It is that fact which invests 
with peculiar significance Mr. Wilson's suc- 
cess in the Middle West and the Far West. 

In these States, less informed about and 
less in contact with the war than the East, 
and with no interest in it except to keep 
out of it, Mr. Wilson has won his majori- 
ties on the cry of “peace and prosperity.” 
His managers took adroit advantage of 
that insistence of Mr. Roosevelt upon the 
duty oí the United States in the war 
which had already proved a great embar- 
rassment to the candidature of Mr. 
Hughes, who has had as little to say about 
the war as possible. The Democratic ad- 
vertisement, published on the eve of the 
election, began thus: “You are alive and 
working, not fighting; alive and happy, 
not cannon fodder. Wilson and peace with 
honour, or Hughes with Roosevelt and 
war.” That appeal has won the West. 
Another factor of importance has been the 
women's vote, which, owing to the exten- 
sion of female suffrage in the Middle West 
and Far West, was considerably larger 
than in 1912, and amoanted. to more than 
one-eighth of the total votes. The women, 
it may: be supposed, have voted according 
to the sentiment of the song wich took the 
United States by storm some months ago 
at a grave moment in the German-Ameri- 
can crisis—‘I didn’t raise my boy to be a 
soldier.” Although Mr. Wilson, if he has, 
in fact, been returned, has been returned 
on account of that attitude of the American 
people in favour of peace at almost any 
price of which we are somewhat con- 
temptuous on this side of the Atlantic, it 
does not at all follow that the return of 
Mr. Hughes would have been preferable. 
In the first place, Mr. Wilson has gained 
experience in the handling of foreign 
affairs. There is no tradition of con- 
tinuity ‘m American politics, and Mr. 
Hughes, new to office, would probably 
bhinder, in the effort. to win popu- 
larity, into policies annoying to the 
Allies. In the next place, the Germans 
may well find Mr. Wilson re-elected Presi- 
dent a different man to deal with from Mr. 
Wilson in his first term of office. He 
will be more sure of his ground, and of 
popular support; he will not, as he was 
bound to do in his first term of office, 
submit: his policy to the test of its in- 
fluence upon his prospects of re-election. 
By an easily intelligible paradox Mr. 
Wilson, re-elected on a peace “ticket,” 
may easily adopt a firmer attitude than 
would be possible for Mr. Hughes, whom 
his intemperate supporter, Mr. Roosevelt, 
endeavoured to commit to war. | 

¥ Science and Industry. 

The Royal Dublin Society deserves the 
thanks of the Irish public for the oppor- 
tunity which it gave to Professor J. A. 
McClelland yesterday to explain the work 
of the Advisory Council for Scientific and 
Industrial Research. Professor McClel- 
land is a member of the Advisory Council. 
He deprecated the introduction of local 
feeling in the Council’s work, but his 
presence among the members is an assur- 
ance that, when well-considered applica- 
tions for assistance are sent from Ireland 


research. 
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in the application of science to their own 
trades. Only when expenditure on 
scientific research in relation to industry 
is widely regarded as an important invest- 
ment for the future will research offer 
careers for enterprising young men in 
Great Britain and Ireland. While the 
Council is trying to stimulate the demand 
for research workers in connection with 


workers will be forthcoming to meet the 
expected demand. Professor McClelland 
will tell us, perhaps, on some future occa- 
sion what he, with his particular know- 
ledge of the progress of the work, thinks 
may be the interest of this movement for 
educational institutions in Ireland. In its 
annual report the Council indicated that 
tt €xpects the co-operation of schools, 
technical colleges, and universities for the 
success of its plans, and it wonld be in- 
teresting and impertant to have from one 
so familiar with Irish educational re- 
sources as’ Professor McClelland a more 
precise statement of what could be done 
in Ireland. We think that this country 
is likely to have less concern with the in- 
dustrial application of research than with 
the provision of men to pursue it. 


Rejected Addresses. 


The Germans have a profound faith in

ur. The process is being repeated 
in Belgium, where, under: the personal 
auspices of that admirable Maecenas, 
General von Bissing, the University of 
Ghent: has just . been re-opened as 
“Flemish” institution. The idea has 
all ‘the clumsy artfulness which marks 
the Teutonic mind. It is an appeal. to 
that fervid local patriotism which in 
recent years has resented the pre 
dominance of France in the intellectual 
affairs of Belgium and has cultivated with 
much success distinctly Flemish ‘schools 
of literature and art. The reorganised 
University is intended to fulfil the Ger- 
man Chancellor's statement, a few months 
ago, that Germany will not “again. give 
over to Latinisation the long-oppressed 
Flemish race.” Unfortunately for Ger- 
many, the long-oppressed ones are singu- 
larly blind to their own welfare, They 
have boycotted the reformed University. 
The new Rector has been “dug out” from 
the Duchy of Luxemburg. His colleagues 
are chiefly Dutchmen of German educa- 
tion. The Belgian Government refuses 
to recognise the degrees of the new Uni- 
versity, and the German Government has 
been obliged to promise that, when its pro- 
lessors are dismissed by the Belgian 
Government, they will be pensioned out of 
Relgian funds. Even an attempt to recruit 
students among the Flemish prisoners of 
war in Germany has failed. Instead of 
widening the breach between the Flemish 
nd Walloon elements in Belgian life, the 
German scheme has helped to close it. 
Before the war the conflict between these 
elements was serious, and the Germans 
studied: it as closely and hopefully as 
they studied the conflict between Unionist 
Ulster and Nationalist Ireland. . Since 
then, however, Flemish and Walloons have 
fought together from Liége to Ypres. They 
have discovered that they are one people, 
that for all Belgians the common enemy 
is Germany. They may renew their in- 
tellectual quarrels when the war is ended, 
but they are united in resenting the un- 
clean touch of German tyranny on their 
domestic. loyalties and ambitions. The 
Flemish find the German kiss as hateful 
as the German blow. | The boycotted Uni- 
versity of Ghent proves to the world the 
strict limitations of the kultur that was 
to have overcome the world.

PROFESSOR McCLELLAND. 


Professor McClelland said that in July, 1915, 
the Government, through the Minister of Educa- 
tion, issued a ite Paper, in which they stated 
that there seemed to be a general consensus of 
opinion among persons engaged both in science 
and in industry that a special need existed at 
the present time for new machinery and for 
State aid, in order to promote and organise 
scientific research, with a view especially to its 
application to trade and industry. The scheme 
provided for the establishment of (1) a Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council responsible for the 
expenditure of any new moneys provided by 
Parliament for scientific and industrial re- 
search. The primary functions of the Advisory 
Council were to be the advising of the 
Privy Council Committee on (1) proposals for 
instituting scientific researches; (2) proposals 
for establishing or developing special institu- 
tions, or departments of existing institutions, 
for the scientific study of problems affecti 
particular industries; (5) the establishment an 
award of Research Studentships and Fellow- 
ships. The paper further stated :—‘‘ It is clearly 
desirable that the scheme should rate over 
the Kingdom as a whole, with as little regard 
as possible to the Tweed and the Irish Channel. 
(Laughter and applause.) The research done 
should be for the Kingdom as a whole, and 
there should be complete liberty to ytilise the 
Wa II inst Eas, we “ATÁ “úis 
available, irrespective their location, in . 
land, Wales, Scotland, or Ireland. There pent, 
therefore, be a single fund for the assistance of 
research, under a single responsible body.” 
During the present year Australia and Canada 
had taken steps towards the starting of similar 
schemes, end, no doubt, these different schemes 
would be linked together, so that a general 
scheme of research might operate over the 
whole Empire. (Hear, hear.) Having been 
honoured by an invitation to serve on the Ad- 
visory Council, he was naturally anxious that, 
the work of the Council should be known in 
Ireland, and he gladly accepted the offer of the 
Royal Dublin Society that he should speak on 
the subject. 

A SERIOUS CRITICISM. 

It might be well, in the first place, to refer 
Uriefly to.one serious criticism which was made 
in some quarters uige the scheme. “This 
eriticism was that Advisory Gouneil «was 
mainly composed of men who might be very 
useful in their own laboratories, but had little 
knowledge of the requirements of manufactures 
aud industries which it was intended to help. 
A paragraph in the paper establishing’ the 
scheme provided a sufficient answer to that, as 
follows :—‘* It is contemplated that the Ad- 
visory Council will work largely through sub- 
committees, reinforced by suitable experts in 
the particular branch of science or industry 
concerned. these sub-committees it would 
be desirable, as far as ible, to enlist the 
services of persons actually engaged in scientific 
trades and manufactures dependent on gcience.”’ 
To carry out that intention the Advisory Coun- 
cil took up at an early date the formation of 
Standing Committees. Standing Committees 
for engineering, metallurgy, and mining had 
already been formed, and several other such 
Committees were under consideration, The 
duties of the Standing Committees would be to 
advise the Council on researches relating to 
subjects with which they were concerned and 
on which they were experts. Many other 
Standing Committees would be necessary, 
but in other trades it was not. so easy 
to form them as in the engineering trades. 
Probably they should have committees for 
glass, for fuel, for textiles, for rubber, and 
for other branches of industry, as the neces- 
sity for them became obvious. It was import- 
ant that men engaged in any industry should 
realise that any proposals .for reseasch they 
put forward would, in the first place, be 
reported npon by a committee composed of 
men, eminent in similar Jines of work. It 
would be the du;y of the Council to ensure 
that the supply of men trained in methods of 
research would be sufficient not only to staff 
their colleges and carry on research in pure 
science, but also to meet the growing demand 
tor such men that they wna to see in con- 
nection with industries in the immediate 
future. It would be necessary to provide help 
for the best students to enable them to do 
post-graduate work, and thus get a trainin g 
in the methods of research. Quite a small 
beginning had been made in this direction, 
because the war had absorbed nearly all such 
men, either in the fighting services or in 
scientifie work on war requirements. There 
seemed no reason why it should not be pos- 
sible to train quite a large percentage of our 
science graduates in methods of research, not 
with the object of making all of them leaders 
of “8. vat, singly skilled and 
workers in t evelopment of 
methods.

There was an intermittent cannonade on 
the rest of the front. 

To the north-west of Pont-s-Mousson 
two enemy aeroplanes were brought down 
by our pilots in an aerial combat. 

During the night of November 6th and 
7th our aviators dropped 1,200 kilo- 
grammes of projectiles on the aerodrome 
at Frascaey, and 1,200 kil mmes on 
the railway station at Chambley. The 
objectives were struck. 

Last night's communiqué :— 

To the north of the Somme our artillery 
dispersed enemy gatherings to the east of 
Saillisel.

Manifestations of sympathy were every- 
where shown, and country folk for miles around 
followed the remains to the graveyard, over- 
looking the scene of the collision, and within 
a short distance of Cranfield, where most of 
the bodies were washed ashore. Clergymen of 
various denominations participated in the 
bsequies, and in the village of Kilkeel the day 
bá erally observed as one of mourning.

Two divers arrived at Greenore to-day, and 
made a preliminary inspection of the wrecks.

If 
conditions are favourable to-morrow, diving 
operations will start. It is hoped that the 
divers will be able to recever most of the 
bodies which are supposed to be lying in the 
cabins of the Connemara. With the shifting 
of the wind to the north, it is expected that 
some bodies will be driven across Channal.

Leslie Scott, in the House of Commons, 
moved a resolution declaring that where 
enemy properties and businesses in Crown 
Colonies and Protectorates were offered 
for sale, provision should be made for 
securing that such properties and busi- 
nesses should be sold only to natural: 
born British subjects, or to companies 
wholly British. 
Steel Maitiand pointed out that the pre- 
sent combines in Nigeria had enormously 
increased the prices of palm kernels to 
the purchaser, anf, at the same time, 
reduced the amount paid to the native 
producer. He said that the policy 
adopted by the Government was more in 
conformity with the spirit of the resolu- 
tions of the Paris Conference, and more 
in the interests of the Empire as a whole 
than that suggested in the resolution. 

Edward Carson strongly criticised the 
policy of the Government in this matter, 
and declared that we should not sell in 
such a way as to let neutrals reap the 
benefit of our sacrificesin the war. What 
was being done would really benefit Ger- 
many. What was wanted was a clear, 
immediate statement of policy by the 
Government, so that the country could 
judge of it. 

Bonar Law denied that the Govern- 
ment’s policy bore the construction placed 
upon it by Sir Edward Carson. He 
argued that the amendment, if passed, 
would be futile, inasmuch as it would 
not achieve its object. Further, it would 
not serve us with our Allies. He hoped 
if Sir Edward Carson realised the con- 
sequences that would follow if the resolu- 
tion were carried, that he was prepared 
to take the responsibility.

Mr. LESLIE SCOTT moved :—

Those who were sup- 
porting the resolution held that the fruits 
of the war, on*which we had poured out 
blood and money like water, ought to be kept 
for those who were really British, and should 
not go to neutrals of any nationality who 
had not made any sacrifices in connection 
with the war, but had accumulated the profits, 
with which they could enter into competition 
with British citizens. (Cheers.) Was British 
siatesmanship so | thay it had. to call 
to its aid America, Holland, and other neutral 
eountries in order to control a ring of British 
capitalists? It was well known that in the 
history of our commerce there. had been rings 
in which foreigners had joined with British sub- 
jects in order to make a ring. If these pro- 
perties were sold to. Americans, there was very 
httle doubt that they would be purchased by 
men who were Germans by birth, and only be- 
came American citizens two or three years 
ago, so that the businesses would be run in 
the real interests of German manufacturers. 
What the Government was doing would pro- 
mote German trade, and bring back "to ex- 
istence German businesses which were ing 
kept comfortably warm for the Germans, in 
order that they might do a big trade after 
the war. He stiggested that the Govern- 
ment should accept the resolution, which kept 
the fruits of the war for the British Empire, 
and that a Select Committee should be ap- 
pointed to publically investigate questir is 
affecti the interesta of the natives, and 
any anti-Trust legislation that might be neces- 
sary.

MR. RONALD M‘NEILL, 


Mr. RONALD McNEILL, in seconding the 
motion, ex the strongest possible sur- 
prise at the altitude taken up by the Govern- 
ment on this question. It was a direct vidla- 
tion of one of the main recommendations of 
the Paris Conference. It was greatly to be 
regretted that this groat Seondeial asset should 
have been boomed and touted up and down 
North and South America in order to adver- 
tise to all the world that we were asking 
alieas to come in and enjoy the fruits of our 
sacrifices. (Hear, hear.) He believed that 
the whole scheme was started by the Gover- 
nor of Nigeria, and that the Colonial Secre- 
tary did not like to throw him over.

An offer had been made 
to buy the properties for sale on behalf of the 
West African Association, John Holt and Co., 
Miller Brothers, and others, and: when what 
he had stated had been the result of the 
combine, was it to the advantage of the 
natives that al! possible competition should be 
shut ont? In the offer originally made, there 
was absolutely no mention of their willingness 
te accept the fair or stated price. On the 
Gold Coast, where the combine did not oper- 
ate, the price paid to the natives was £3 a 
ton more than in Nigeria. When these were 
the actual figures of the prices that had been 
ruling, no one who had studied the 
question clossly could, he submitted, come 
to any other conclusion, except that these 
operations had heen greativ to the detriment 
of the natives. If the resolution were carried, 
what woyld become of the mreat French Com. 
pany which was trading in West Africa? Was 
it not to be allowed to apply for-any of these 
properties?

THE AUDITOR’S ADDRESS. — 

The Auditor, Mr. P. J. Ruttledge, delivered 
his inaugural address upon “ The Lawyer: the 
Maker of Nations.” He said that since the 
volcanic eruption of the conflagration which 
now seethed and raged over the plains of 
Europe, tippant demagogues and pseudonymic 
patriots had exeried themselves indefatigably 
te force the dragon of suspicion into the minds 
of individuals and to lead the shadow of 

imism into the soul of the nation. The 
occupancy of responsible State offices by 
lawyers appeared to have been deemed. by 
them to provide the widest target for their 
invectives and the firmest foundations on which 
they were endeavouring to raise the tottering 
edifice of “doubts and fears.” Although 
those pétulant critics and propagandists of 
change had made few scores and attained a 
high degree of brilliant irrelevance, yet, the 
rominence their object had obtained from the 
are had prompted him to utilise the present 
opportunity—however inauspicious it might ap- 
ar—to treat of the lawyer as statesman. 
First amongst the great lawyers of the prim- 
tive ages was that peerless Prince of 
Sparta—Lycurgus, Early English Sovereigns 
were imvariably guided by men learned 
in the law. From the time of Lord 
Hardwick& in the eighteenth century, down to 
the present, the office of Lord Chancellor of 
England had been occupied by a lawyer. The 
Lord Chancellor was always in the Cabinet; 
and if he was not tho administrator of a great 
public department, his influence in politics had 
often extended beyond the merely legal branch 
of his office. In recent years the worth of the 
lawyers appeared to have been partly recog- 
nised. They had been appointed to the head- 
ship of several Government Departments, which 
the capricious critics had deemed to be outside 
their conventional province. In the United 
States, Alexander Hamilton, conscious that 
monarchy in America was impossible, en- 
deavoured to obtain the next best solution in an

MR. LARDNER, M.P. 

Mr. J. C. R. Lardner, M.P., proposed that 
the best thanks of the Society should be given 
t: the Auditor for his address, and that it 
should be printed at the expense of .the Incor- 

orated Law Society. He said that the lawyer 
had always played’ the part of an advocate of 
freedém and a champion of the people's rights. 
He thought the Auditor might have proved his 
case in Ireland alone. He did not wish to tres- 
pass on politics, but he had been looking up 
cases and he was proud to find that, notwith- 
standing the chequered history of Ireland, the 
judges had been the most zealous defenders of 
the rights and liberties of this nation of Ire- 
lend. It was not without interest to find, in 
connection with the Parliament which had sat 
in Dublin in 1585 that that Parliament did not 
represent the whole of Ireland, because six of 
the Ulster ‘tounties had not been reduced to 
otedience. (Laughter.) 

MR. JUSTICE DODD. 

Mr. Justice Dodd seconded Mr. Lardner. He 
took the opportunity of saying that, looking 
to the future of Ireland, the Bar of the country 
seemed to be one of the most valuable assets 
that we could have. In Ireland there was a 
good deal of enthusiasm; a good deal of way- 
wardness; a good deal of unexpected outbursts. 
When the cup was at our lips, some person, in 
a moment of enthusiasm, dashed it to the 
ground The Bar had, and would have, a 
steadying influence in Ireland. If there 
was one place in the United Kingdom, 
that a man might speak the thing he 
would, whether he were surrounded by 
friend: or foes, it was in the Library 
at the Four Courts. (Laughter and applause.) 
A man, if he. liked, might take mean ways of 
getting on at the Bar; but he would not con- 
tinue it long. In his work in the courts, one of 
the first things any judge desired to have estab- 
lished before him was that the witness was en- 
titled to speak well from knowledge of the facts. 
He had himself something like forty-three years’ 
‘experience of the Irish Bar; and he had seen 
and eonversed With many men who had gone to 
their last home. It was, of course, said that 
barristers were place-hunters; Mr. Gladstone 
and Mr. John Morley had a great dislike tc the 
Bar. But, in his opinion, the Bar of Ireland 
was one of the most important elements of “the 
future. He wanted to say a word for the 
judges. If you turned to the reports of authori- 
ties, you would see what they had done. Why, 
he had been almost thinking of writing a 
treatise on the judge-made law of Christopher 
Palles. He had established justice and equity 
by judge-made law. But it was still English 
law; it was not Irish law. 

That, however, was the solicitors’ might. It 
had been said in a letter to the Press that this 
was not the time to prate in alliterative phrases 
about law and legislation, about literature and 
law that the war was on. His answer was yes; 
and that was the reason why they were there 
preparing the solicitors of the future. If the 
Bar of Ireland had a future before them, it 
was but water unto wine compared with the 
future the solicitors had. Solicitors were spread 
all over the country. What a wise, good, con- 
scientious solicitor could do to quiet the country,
